28,000 Aluminum Workers Grayville Boy is 
Walk Off Jobs; Picket Lines 
Hurt

Steelworkers 
today called more 
than 28.000 members off their jobs 
at facilities of the nation’s two 
largest aluminum producers in a 
Strike that paralyzed production of 
50 per cent of the defense-vital 
metal. 
The strike began at midnight 
when current contracts 
expired 
and negotiations bogged dow-n in 
New 
York, 
it closed 21 plants 
across the nation operated by the 
Aluminum Company of America 
and the Reynolds Metals Co. 
But the Aluminum Workers Un­ 
ion, bargaining here for some 15,- 
000 workers at nine ALCOA plants, 
agreed to postpone its threatened 
walkout. 


The AWU called a 24-hour strike 
truce after an all-night bargaining 
session and its members stayed on 
the job. The union also agreed to 


a “ day-by-day” delay with Reyn­ 
olds. 
The GSW. which has a tradition­ 
al “ no contract, no work’’ policy, 
already was involved in a billion- 
dollar strike against the basic steel 
industry. 
But this strike, now in 
its 32nd day, was on the verge of 
settlement. 
Today’s walkout was the first 
major strike in the aluminum in­ 
dustry in seven years and the sec­

N. A. Zenarich, chief GSW ne­ 
gotiator in the Alcoa talks, said 
the aluminum companies “ failed 
to match the steel settlement of 
45.6 cents an hour.” 
The companies retorted by say­ 
ing that they offered the union a 
three-year agreement calling for a 
package increase about equal to 
that offered by the steel compan- 
i ies.

Gray Says Rush for ‘ ” 
I 
‘ by 
Congress Killed Distressed Areas Bill 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Con 
gressman Kenneth J. Gray 
(D) 
25th District of Illinois, today an­ 
nounced in Washington that the 
rush for adjournment and a tem ­ 
porary roadblock 
in 
the House 
Rules Committee were responsible 
for killing the Distressed Areas 
Bill for this session of Congress. 
The Congressman stated that aft­ 
er many months of extensive hear­ 
ings, both in Washington and in 
surplus labor areas throughout the 
United States, a companion mea­ 


sure to his Redevelopment Areas 
Bill was reported favorably from 
the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency. Before floor action 


j could be taken, it was necessary 
that the House Committee on Rules 
grant a rule under which the bill 
would be considered, and due to a 
coalition of one Southern Democrat 
and five Republicans who were op­ 
posed to any Federal help to dis­ 
tressed areas, the Rules Committee 
failed to take any action, 
t 
Gray said strong sentim ent for 


the bill was growing each day and 
if it had not been for the rush for 
adjournm ent, the tem porary road­ 
block 
in 
the 
Rules 
Committee 
could have been eliminated and the 
bill brought up for a vote. He said 
he was confident the bill would 
have passed the House overwhelm­ 
ingly if it could have reached the 
floor. He said both Democrats and 
Republicans who represent areas 
of high unemployment were very 
desirous of having the bill enacted 
into law to help induce new indus­ 
tries into the areas of unemploy­ 
ment. 


The Senate in the closing hours 
of the session passed Senator Doug­ 
las’ bill, S. 2663, by a vote of 60 


to 30. 
The southern Illinois Con­ 
gressman said the issue is by no 
means dead and predicted that it 
could be passed by both the House 
and Senate shortly after Congress 
reconvenes in January. 
The hill 
would have set up a Distressed 
Areas A dm inistrator with broad 
powers; would have provided loans 
to prospective industries desiring 
to locate in areas such as Southern 
Illinois; and 
would 
have made 
available 75 m illion dollars in pub- 
j lie grants to m unicipalities need­ 
ing public works 
improvements. 
The Senate bill also provided IOO 
million dollars for rural area de­ 
velopment for assistance to low- 
income farm fam ilies.
